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ABSTRACT* * This note confirms the presence 
in the Mediterranean Sea of 16 species not inclu* 
ded by Fredj and Mamin (1987) in the Medifaune 
da la bank. Two other species, Coryphaenoides 
guent fieri and Trisopterus l use us, are also found 
in the mediterranean. 

Rl£SUM£. - Cette note confirme la presence, 
dans la Mediterranee, de 16 especes non induses 
dans la banque de donn6cs Medifaune par Fredj el 
Maurin (1987), De plus, Coryphaenoides guen- 
tfieri el Trisopterus luscus, iliminies par ces 
auteurs, som aussi des especes mediierraneennes. 
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This note has been stimulated by the recent 
review of Mediterranean ichthyofauna, based on 
the Medifaune data bank described by Fredj 
(1974), Fredj et at. (1986), and Fredj and Maurin 
(1987), Its aim is to aid to complete the above 
mentioned data bank, in order to obtain a more 
comprehensive of the mediterranean fish fauna. 

The recent book on mediterranean fishes by 
Tortonese (1987) has been very useful in the 
preparation of this note. The species included in it 
has been divided into three groups : species not 
included in Medifaune ; species eliminated from 
Medifaune and doubtful species. 

Species not Included in Medifaune 

This group is composed of 16 species not 
recorded in Medifaune but wich are certainly 
found inthe Mediterranean, The species preceded 
by I have also not been included in Whitehead et 
at. (1984, FNAM) perhaps because some of his 
contributors followed the Clofnam (Hureau and 
Monod, 1973) and the Clofnam supplement 
(Tortonese and Hureau, 1979) and doubled or 
ignored the data of previous authors. 

Galeus adanticus (Vaillam, 1882). Resur¬ 
rected by Munoz-Chapuli and Perez Ortea (1985) 
and recorded from the Alboran sea* 

f Squat us mega tops (Mac Leay, 1882), Re¬ 
corded by Murioz-Chipuli et at . (1984) f 11 rom the 
North Ad antic and the Alboran sea 


Bathysaurus matt is Gimther, 1878. Included 
in the FNAM (recorded once from the Mediterra¬ 
nean), 

! Parabathophilus glorias Mata II an as, 1984. 
Described on the basis of a 102 mm standard 
length specimen captured at Blanes (Catalan sea). 

/ Lampanyctus intrkarius Tan mg, 1928. 
Recorded by A Hue and Rubies (1984) from the 
Catalan sea* 

Enchetycore anatina (Lowe, 1841), Included 
in the FNAM (Eastern Mediterranean). 

f Coryphaenoides carapinus (Goode & 
Bean, 1883), Recorded from the Catalan sea by 
.Mata LI anas (1984). According to AHu£ et at . 
(1985), this species occurs frequently in the Cau- 
lan sea between 100 and 2000 m, 

f Laemonema tatifrons Holt & Byrne, 1908. 
Recorded once from Mediterranean by Matalla- 
nas (1985). 

t Lepidion guent fieri (Giglioli, 1880). Recor¬ 
ded by Allue and Rubies (1984) from the Catalan 
sea, 

! Enielurus aequoreus (Linnaeus, 1758), 
According to Lozano Rey (1947) and Bauchot 
and Pra$ (1980), E . aequoreus U also a mediterra¬ 
nean species. The collection of the «Museo Na- 
cional de Ciencas Naturales de Madrid 
(MNCNM)* contains three specimens collected 
from Malaga (27/V/1915), Mallorca and VilJe- 
franche-sur-Mer, respectively (Matallanas et at., 
1981), 

! Syngnathus tost et talus Nilsson, 1855. In¬ 
cluded by Bauchot and Pras (1980) in the mediter¬ 
ranean ichthyofauna («scrait dgalement dans le 
golfe de Genes*). Recorded by Reina tlat. (1982) 
from Malaga, 

/ Neropfus tumhr ici/or mis (Jenyns, 1835). 
Recorded by Lozano Rey (1947) from Setc and 
Vinaroz. Included by Bauchot and Pras (1980) in 
the mediterranean ichthyofauna. The collection 
of the MNCNM contains a specimen from Vina- 
roz (October, 1934) (Matallanas et al. f 1981), 

Diptodus be Haiti (Stcindachner, 1882), In¬ 
cluded in the FNAM. The collection of the 
MNCNM contains 19 specimens from Malaga 
(decern ber, 1916) and one from Melilla 
(Matallanas et at., 1981). 

! Acanthurus monrovi&e Steindachner, 1876. 
Recorded from the Alboran sea by Crespo and 
Garda (1986). 

Hyperogtyphe perctformis (Mitchill, 1818). 
Included in the FNAM (western Mediterranean). 

I Paraiiparis murieli Matallanas, 1984. 
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Described on ihe basis of two specimens caught at 
Blancs (Catalan sea) between 500 - 600 m. 

! Centrotabrus exoietus (Linnaeus, 1758). 
Recorded from Malaga by Nunez and Piotc 
(1982). 

Species eliminated from Medifaune 

According to Fredj and Maurin (1987), 44 
species have been mistakenly recorded from the 
Mediterranean and, consequently, they eliminate 
them. However, two of them, Coryphaenoides 
guenihert and Trisopierus l use us, must be retai¬ 
ned. 

Coryphaenoides guentkeri (Vail!ant, 1888). 
Included in the FNAM. 

Trisopterus luscus (Linnaeus, 1758). For 
most modem authors with the exception of Sve- 
tovidov (1984) and of Fischer et at. (1987) the 
presence of this species in the Mediterranean is 
doubtful.However it is recorded by txjzano Rey 
(1960) from the Alboran sea (Malaga and Me- 
Lilia) and from the Catalan sea (Vinaroz and 
Atcanar) (Matallanas et at., 1981)), Our collec¬ 
tion contains two specimens of 161 and 155 mm 
of standard length respectively, captured using a 
trammel net at Blancs (Catalan sea). The morpho¬ 
metries, in mm, and meristic characters in both 
specimens are as follows : Head length ; 44,5 and 
43 ; Body depth ; 43,5 and 43; First anal fin base : 
65 and 58 ; Pre-anal distance : 49 and 50 ; Bye 
diameter: 13 and 12,5 ; Barbel ; 11,5 and 12,5 ; 
D1 :13 and 13 ; D2:20 and 22: D3 : 19 and 19 ; 
Al: 19 and 20 ; A2;20and 17. 

Besides, the first anal origin is below first 1/ 
3 of D1 in both specimens ; anal fins confluent 
and dorsal ones in contact. The typical coloura¬ 
tion of the species, present in live specimens, is 
lost hut a conspicuous black spot at the pectoral 
fin base remains. All these characters fit the 
description of T. luscus . 

Doubtful species 

Some species, such as Auxis ihazard, are 
doubful {Fredj and Maurin, 1987), because their 
presence has not been confirmed. Others, such as 
Spicara maena fjexuosa and Gobius arenae are 
doubtful because of taxonomic difficulties. 
However, in most of the cases the authors do not 
mention the reason of their doubts. Many of the 
doubtful species refered to by Fred] and Maurin 
(1987) such as Sphyrna tudes (Valenciennes, 
1822). 5. lewint (Griffith & Smith, 1834), Car - 
charinus obscurus (Lcsueur, 1818), C. meianop - 
terus (Quoy & Gaimard, 1824), C. timbaius 
(Valenciennes. 1841), Rhtnoptera marginaia 
(Geoffrey Saml-Hilaire, 1817), Ophidian rochei 
Muller, 1845 and Pleuronectes platessa Lin¬ 
naeus, 1758, are included in the FNAM. 


Hie doubtful presence of Labrus bergytta 
Ascanius, 1767, in the Mediterranean has been 
confirmed by Tortonese and Costa (1983). 

The case of Zeugopterus punciaius (Bloch, 
1787) is a particular example. Recorded once 
from Mediterranean by Lozano Rey (1919, 
1947), its presence in the collection of the 
MNCNM has been confirmed by Matallanas 
(1984 d), but the possibility that labels have been 
mixed cannot be definitely excluded. 

Doubts about Ophidian rochei Muller, 1845 
may be due to its similar external appearance w r hh 
0 . barbatum Linnaeus, 1758, but both differ in 
several anatomical characters as weU as different 
habitat preferences (Matallanas and Riba, 1980) 
and diet {Matallanas, 1980, 1981). 
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
